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THE EARLY DELEGATES

Many of the Endeavorers
Reach San Franciseo.

PLANS FOR THEIR RECEPTION

How the Trains Were Handled on the
Western Rallroads--No Aecldents
or Serlous Delays.

Sax Faaxcisco, July 3.—All the main
streets of the city are bright with the
Christian Endeavor colore, strung across
the thoronghfares at frequent intervals
in honor of the delegates who are arriv-
ing by every train. The colors are wav-
ing gaily in the breeze, and all the stores,
hotels and public bnildings are slso
bright with the Endeavor bunting. A
mammoth arch has been constructed
across Market street, bearing the motto
of the organization and inscription of
welcome.

Abont 2500 delegates arrived by trains
today, and were met at various stations
near San Francigeo by local committees,
escorted to the city and sssigoed to
quarters during their sojourn here. All
the local arrangements have been care-
fally planned, and are being carried out
with precision and thorooghness.

The delegates have had an enjoyable
trip, and are entbusiastic over their re-
ception and grateful for the thoughtfal
plans for their comfort and entertain-
ment. By tomorrow it is estimated that
at least 2000 more Endeavorere will have
reported at headquarters. They will
sugment the attendance at the local
meetings of the Christian Endeavor so-
cieties in connection with the wvarious
city chorches,

CROWDING INTO SALT LAKE.

Thousands of Endenvorers In the Mor-
mon City.

Savr Lake, July 3.—Since early morn-
ing, special traine have been arriving in
the city at short intervals, and tonight,
thonsands of strange faces are to be seen
on the streets, Restaorants and lodg-
inghonses are already crowded, and by
tomorrow, the city will be overran with
Christian Endeavorers. The delegations
arriving during the day were from Ohio,
West Virginia, Kansas, Oklahoma, Wis-
congin, New Hampshire, Vermont, Can-
ada, besides the Deas Moines party, the
Luocas, Ia., party, and Bullack’s party
from Chicago.

Eleven trains were delivered to the
Rio Grande Western at Grand junction
between 8 and 7:30 this morning, and 11
more trains followed them closely. About
3000 people arrived here from Grand
Junction between 3 and 6 this afternoon,
and 5000 more will arrive before day-
break tomorrow by the same route. The
Main and Canada delegations arrived
here by the Union Pacific at 5 o'clock
this afternoon. The Union Pacific
people moved 42 special trains from the
Missonri river between Wednesday
evening and Friday noon, and it is est:-
mated that they carried 65 per cent of
the Christian Endeavor people to the
Rocky mountaine on their two main
lines, tarning over part of the traine to
the Denver & Rio Grande at Denver and
the remainder to the Sonthern Pacific at
Ogden. Every train was run on sched-
ule time withoot accident.

The SBouthern Pacific will take out of
Ogden 52 special traing between this
morning and Tuesday morning. The
Oregon Short Line is brioging in  heavy
trains from Montana and Northern
points,

Ten additional trains are scheduled to
arrive over the Rio Grande Western up
to noon on Sunday. This large traffic
has been moved without a delay or mis-
bap of any character. The delegations
yet to arrive ure from Michigan, Nebras-
ka, Kentocky, Tennessee and New York.
It was estimated that 150 Puallman
eleepers will be standing on the tracks
at the station here tomorrow morn-
ing.

A large majority of the wisitora who
arrived today went-dircet from the de-
pota to the Garfield and Baliair beaches,
sod then returned to the city. The pro-
gramme of entertainment st Baltair
beach was partly abandoned, owing to
the nonarrival of President Clark and
the Massachusetls delegation.

Visiting pastors will occupy the palpits
in all the churches of the city tomorrow.
The feature of the day will be a parade
by the visitng Endeavorers and a grand
mase meeting at 2:30 p. m. in the great
Mormon tabernacle, at which addresses
will be made by prominent epeakers.

Hgser, Utah, July 3.—The esecond
section of the Chicago Christian En-
deavor train reached bere at 11 o'clock
today. The special party that took in
the Black canyon yesterday afternoon

failed to make connection with the party
at Grand Jouetiop last night, and was
obliged to sit in tooriet coaches nntil 4

o'clock this morning. This delay will
defer their arrival at Salr. Lake until late
this eveninog.

Traffic on the Rio Grande.

Dzxver, Julv 3.—Since the Christian
Endeavor tourist movement began on
Wednesday forts-nine special and twelve
regular passenger traing have gone West
over the Denver & Rio Grande, making
a total of sizty-one trains. The total
number of passengers was about 12,000,
It is estimated that 1500 more excur-
sionists are yel to go over this route,
making the grand total earried by the
Denver & Rio Grande, in connectlon
with the Rio Grande Western, 13,500.

So far there has been no accident nor
gerions delay to any trains west of Den-
ver. The Atlantc exprees from the
West today passed thirteen specials be-
tween Grand Junction and Salida, and
arrived in Denver only ten minutes late.

A HOT WAXE.

Intense Heat in Various Farts of the
Middle West.

Caioaco, July 3.—The highest tem-
peratare recorded in the annals of the
weather buresu for the month of July
in ten years wae reached today, when
for two hours the thermometer register-
ed 95 deg., loilowed for another hour by
97 deg. There were many prostrations,
police and hospital ambulances being
kepl busy all day caring for those who
sank under the georching rays, buot up
to midnight bat three cases had proved
fatal.

The Effect on Missourlans,

8r. Louis, July 3.—The average tem-
peratare today was: 98 deg. One man
could not enduare it, and hanged himsell
in a cool cellar. Another glept by the
window, dreamed he was a diver and
planged threestories. Actual heat pros-
tratione have been numerons, and three
deaths have resulted.

Sr, Josgrrr, Mo., July 3.—The hot
wave in this section continues, the mer-
cary recording 98 deg. again today. Nu-
merons prostrationa bave occurred, but
none of 8 serious nature. Reports re-
ceived from the corn region in Kansas
are to the effect that hot winds are do-
ing much damage. Blades have begun
to wither in some sections, and a few
more days of hot winds will ruin the
crop. Thunder storme and cooler weath-
er are predicted for tonight and tomor-
row.

Cixcisxari, 0., July 3.—At noon to-
day the thermometer recorded 98 in the
ahade.

Hundred in the Shade In Louiaville.

LovisviLLe, Kv., July 3.—Oae hun-
dred in the shade is what Observer
Frank Burns read on his thermometer
when he made his observation at 12:30.
This breaks all records for years. There
are a dozen or more prostrations, but
none have resulted fatally.

Omahsos Cooled O

Omana, July 8.—A cool rain this even-
ing broke the hot spell. The tempera-
tore reached a maximuom of 98. Charles
Ekman, a porter, and Frank Latenzka,
a Bohemisa baker, succombed to the
heat. “

Two Deaths ln Pittsburg.

PirrarurG, July 3.—Two deathe and a
nnmber of prostrations from heat were
reported today. It wasthe hottest day
of the vear, the thermometer registering
91 st noon.

Soper's BEaby Bovy Found.

PorTraxD, July 8.—The body of Bandy
Boper's baby boy was found today
baoried in Montgomery gulch, Albina,
where Soper confessed he had placed it.

Soper was recently arrested at Ash-
land for murder committed in Miesouri,
and taken there for trial. After mur-
dering his wife and two children in Mis-
gouri, Soper came to Portland, and mas-
ried again. His second wife bore him a
gon. Soper disappeared from Portland,
taking his eon with him, and it now
transpires that he murdered this son
glso. Alter he was taken to Miesouri he
confessed to the murder of the child, and
told where ita body counld be found.

Conal Market Demoralized.

81, Louvis, July 3.—The St. Louis coal
market was never in & more demoralized
condition, and some of the operators
welcome astrike, ag & meins of leading
up to adjostment of prites and placing
the market on 8 better basis. The Bt.
Louls market draws most of its bitumi-
nous coal from the Central and SBouthern

Illinois districts, and, despite the an-

nouncement that the strii:e will gointo
effect tomorrow, the operators do not
think their fislds wiil be affected Jor two
weeks, and perhaps three.

DELAY AT LAST HoUR.

Final Vote on Tariff RBIN

Reached.

Wasmixgrox, July 3.—The tariff bill
has gone over until Meonday, and all ef-
fort to fix the time for a flnal votein
the senate has proved futile. When the
senate met today there was some hope
that the final vole wonld be reached to-
night, but this was speedily dispelled by
the storm occasioned when Allieon re-
ported a new amendment from the
finance committee, giving a bounty of
114 eentea pound on beet engar from
beete grown in the United States,

Jonez, of Arkansas, speaking for the
minority, soon took occasion to say that
no vote could be reacbed on the bill in
the near futnre, in view of this bounty
amendment. He estimated also that the
debate wonld be very protracted from
this time forward.

Teller enpplemented this view, saying
that the appearance of snch an amend-
ment at the last moment looked as
though the Republicans were trring to
delay the passage of their own bill. As
it had become apparent that the bounty
provision might canse serions delays,
Thurston, one of the prime movers,
aroee, and, in impreesive tonee, with-
drew the amendment, saving his action
was inspired by patriotic motives and
for the purpose of removing sll ob
stacles and the passage of the bill. His
colleague, Allen, immediatlely renewed
the bounty provision, so that the com-
plication was the same as before.

Late in the day Allison songht to have
a time fixed for the vote, but the bounty
amendment stood in the way and all ap-
peals to Jones were in vain. Allison
finally gave notice that he would expect
to pass the bill Monday or Tunesday.

Daring the day the bill was brought
to & practical state of completion, the
only remaining items being the new
provisions submitted by the committee
and individoal senators. Besides the
bounty amendment, Allison proposed
late in the day an amendment for stamp-
ing bonde, etc., which went over until
Monday.

Among the features disposed of today,
were the anti-trust sectione, the pro-
visions of the Wilton act on that subject
being re-enacted.

Mille brooght up a new amendment
for a tax of 20 cents a psck on playing
earde, which wae agreed to by a unani-
mone® vote, amid much amnsement and
sarprige, as Mills had not expeeted this
result. All of the administrative see-
tions of the bill, and that repealing the
Wilson act, were diepozed of during the
day, and the proposition proposing a tax
on beer was withdrawn by the com-
mittee.

The senate adjonrned until Monday,
no effort being made to observe the na-
tional holiday.

FPennsy Ivanin Miners’ Grievance.

Dunors, Pa., July 3.—The Rochester
& Pittsburg Coal & Iron Company min-
ers are working at 30 cents, the lowest
rate ever paid here, and will andoubt-
edly strike. It is reported that the
Northwestern Mining Company’s mines,
Brockport, Crenshaw and Shawmut will
quit work today. At Tyler the men
have been out for several days, on ac-
count of acut from 40 to 30 cents.

Not Yet

Probably a Sympathetie Strike.

Avrooxa, Pa., July 3.—Up to the
present time the miners of the Cambria
and Cléarfield region have made no
declaration regarding the strike ordered
by the execntive commitiee of the union
mineworkers., If the miners in this
region should strike, it would merely be
a sympathetic strike. -

Already on a Strike.

PunapssorcH, Pa., Jaly 3.—The
strike called by the United Mineworkers
will not affect the miners in the Central
Pennsylvania coal regione, in gome por-
tious of which several hundred miners
have been on a strike against a 121¢ per
cent redaclion for & month, notably in
Cambria county.

Vaxcovver, B. C., July 5.—Latest
mail advices from Honolulu eay that
Migs Nellie Weat, an American lady, was
severely beaten by two Japanese mari-
nere from the Japanese warship Na-
niwa, one evening recently, while trying
to assiet her brother, who had been set
upon by a number of men-of-wars-men
of the Japanese navy. She wasconfined
to her bed next morning and unabls to
appear against her aesailants in the po-
lice conrt, where they are charged with
assanlt and battery.

Feeling has run high over the matter,
A well-known business man knocked

the following morning in conseguence,
while American blue jeckets went hunt-
ing for the ringleaders of the Japanese
who made the assanlt. One who was
pointed out to them as being guilty was
so severely beaten by them that his life
now depends on the result of a delicate
operation.

IT WAS A HOT FOURTH.

One Huandred In the Shade the Record
in the East.

Caicaco, July 4.—The wave of torrid
weather, under which the Central states
sweltered last night, showed no abate-
ment today. From Pittaburg to Kansas
City and from Chicago eouth cloodless
ekies and a blazing son left a record of
prostrations and death which has eel-
dom been equaled for the early days of
July. Throughout the entire district
the mercuy registerad close to 100 in the
shade during the day, and the number of
prostrations ran into the hondreds.

In Chicago the mercury registered
close to 90 degrees the greater part of the
day, and there was over a score of pros-
trations. At midoight a severe thunder
storm swept over the city, eending the
mercury down eeveral pointe and bring-
ing a welcome relief.

Two men were killed by the heat dor-
ing the afternoon, Lambert Lundbery, &
carpenter, and Henry Behlin, a team-
ster. Several other cases are critieal.
William Suollivan, a laborer, dropped
dead in his home, in Lows avenue, to-
night, as the result of the extreme heat,
making the third heat fatality today.

Thirteen Deaths In Cinclanati,

Civcinsati, 4.—This bhas been the
hottest day in the present torrid spell.
The weather bureao record showed the
mercary at 97 from 2 to 4 p. m. The sky
was cloudless all day, and but few people
ventured on the steets. Local thermom-
etersehowed from 102 to 106 in the shade
doring the afternoon.

While there were 50 cases of sunstroke
that require removals to hospitals or
their home, it is estimated that there
were 50 lighter cases, the victims ol
which went home without assistance.
Of the class requiring medical assistance
ten cases are quite serious.
